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Heed Of Peace Is 
Stressed In Talk 
Given By Baruch 


WASHINGTON, March 
21.—<JP> 
—Bernard M. Baruoh today declar- 


, 
ed the need is urgent for the Unit- 
ed States to "seek a decision" in 
making world peace. 


Baruch, an adviser of presidents, 
, told the United States Conference 


of Mayors that efforts to cope with 
high prices and taxes—or with de- 
jjfrcllnlng sales and jobs—are "doom- 
ed to failure" without a settlement 
of the cold war. 
"Peace is what we need," Baruch 
said. "Peace with self-respect." 
Recalling that he stressed to 
Congress a year ago the time was 
at hand for a decision, the 78-year- 
old industrialist told 600 big-city 
leaders opening their annual meet- 
ing:"There has been some progress 
in that direction—but not enough. 
We must make up our minds where 
we stand globally and then organ- 
ize ourselves to see it through." 
He advised against "panicky" 
measures and held out hope' for 
settlement with Russia. 
The questions to be solved, Ba- 
ruch said, are how long the cold 
war must last and how much of 
America's 
resources 
must 
be 
thrown into it; whether foreign 
aid and armament must constant- 
ly be Increased; if so, what must

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Russian Money Is 
Outlawed In West 
Sector Of Berlin 


Soviet Retaliation 
Expected To Come 
In Short Time 


BERLIN, 
March 
21.—\/P>—The 


Western powers have outlawed the 
Russian East wark in their sec- 
tors of Berlin, splitting the clty"s 
economy completely. 


The new Allied order yesterday 
declaring that the Russian cur- 
rency no longer would be accepted 
as legal tender, had been expect- 
ed for some time. 


It means that Western Berlin 
now has one currency—the West 
mark; and Eastern Berlin has an- 
other—the Soviet mark. The West 
mark has been worth about four 
times as much aa the East mark. 


The Russians earlier made it a 
crime to possess West marks in 
their area. 
The United States, 
Britain and France did not go 
that far. They just said the East- 
ern currency no longer need be 
accepted in their part of the city. 


Although tho order is effective 
Immediately, tho East mark will 
still be good in Western sectors 
for rationed foods this month and 
will be accepted In April for rent 
and taxes. 


There were reports the Russians 
would retaliate promptly against 
th* latest Western move in the 
currency battle.

PAPER FROM STRAW 


A small paper manufac- 


turer in Cleveland believes 
it has discovered the chem- 
ical secret of making paper 
from straw, at a cost com 
parable to that of 
paper 


made from wood pulp and 
adaptable to the making of 


of the common kinds. 


currently 
is 


frow straw, and from mix- 
tures of straw and wood, 
but of a 
quality suitable 


only for rough cardboard 
uses unless expensive pro- 
cesses are employed. 


If the process proves suit 


able for large-scale 
manu- 


facture, it probably would 
not bring any sharp drop in 
the price of paper. At the 
outset the costs of material 
should be substantially less, 
but demand for straw would 
jump and the price would 
rise accordingly. But there 
would be a great saving of 
wood, one of our most pre- 
cious natural resources. And 
use would be found for 
great quantities of straw of 
various kinds which now is 
abandoned in the fields to 
serve no end except as a 
fertilizer of dubious value. 


And in parts of the world 


where pulp wood is unob- 
tainable, the results might 
be revolutionary. In 
the 


Orient, for instance, straw 


processes might supplant or 
simplify the 
difficult 
and 


costly manufacture of paper 
from bamboo. The effects of 
plentiful supplies of cheap 
but good paper in the Orient 
would be far reaching in ed- 
ucation and culture. 


So seemingly small a thing 


as the discovery of a better 
way to separate the fibers of 
straw might some day bt 
hailed as a milestone in 
man's progress. 


The "cost of living" de- 


pends so largely on personal 
standards, what people do 
and where they live, that 
it's no wonder the publish- 
ed statistics never agree 
with the trend of the family 
grocery bills.
